Plague in Egypt 
During the week ending the 18th November 
22 cases of plague have oceurred in Egypt. 11 


of these proving fatal. The largest number of 
cases ocourréd at Aga where there were 12 
cases under treatment, four cases came under 
treatment at Simbellawein, three at Alexan- 
dria, one at Tantah, one at Mallawi, and one 
at Simallout. This brings the total for the 
year to 1164 ap to the 19th November, two 
cases having occurred with in the last 24 
hours, From January the Ist to November 
18th last year only 529 cases had been under 
treatment.

BRITISH CONSULAR CASES 


| ‘This morning two interesting cases were 
| toned at the British Consular Court, Alex- 
andra, in which the plaintiffs were British 
| subjects, shareholders in the Boorse and 
Banking Company of Egypt Limited. 

In the first case the plaintiff was : 
ed by Mr. Reginald Silley, barrister at law, and 
the defendant company by Mr. Devonshire 
The plaintiff had been allotted 200 shares in 
the Company which be sold at @ premicm of 
te. Subsequently, on the announcement that 
the bearer warrants were ready, plaintiff applied 
through the Anglo Egyptian bank for delivery 


of same. He was requested by the company to | ‘ 


sign a torm in accordance with the regulations of 
the Alexandria Bourse, or otherwise the company 
would not make the delivery. The plsintiff 
filled up the form, expunging the words “accord- 
ing to the Alexandria Bourse requirements.” 
Mr. Silley submitted that such conditionin the 
form was anfair and interfered with the rights 
of private contract and, therefore, the company 
is improperly retaining the warrants. Mr. 
Devotshire contended that Art. 47 of the 
company's statutes fully empowered the direc 

tors to determine the conditions upon which 
the bearer warrants should be issued and to 
settle the form of application for the same. 

The Court beld that the directors were not 
justified in attaching such condition and gave 
judgment for the plaintiff for the delivery of 
the warrants or £200 and costa. The plaintiff 
did not press for damages. 

The second case was an application for the 
removal of the liqeidator appointed at the 
meeting of the shareholders and the appoint. 
ment of a liquidator nominated by the Court. 
Mr. Devonshire, who represented the company 
epntended that the court had (1) no jurisdic 
tion under section 12 of the Order in
